To Stanton :—At 12:30 this afternoon 
Grant telegraphed as follows : 

There bas been much hard fighting 
this morning and the enemy drove our 
forces back well towards the Boydston 
plank road. We are now about to take 
the offensive at that point, and I hope 
we will more than recover the lost 
ground. 

‘Later he telegraphed as follows: Our 
troops, after being driven back to the 
Boydston plank road, rallied and drove 
the enémy in turn, and took the White Oak 
road, which we now hold. This gives us 
the ground occupied by the enemy this 
morving. I will send you some rebel 
_ flags, captured by our troops in driving 
the enemy back. There has been four 
flags captured to-day. 

Judging by the two points from which 

Grant telegraphs, I infer that he has 
moved bis head-quarters about a mile 
since he sent the first of the two dis- 
patebes.

_ Washington, April Ist.
